the case of Mattley vs. Thomas, in- 
volvingthe validityof a right-of-way 
claimed By plaintiff over the lands 
of defendants. 
The decision upholds 


Mattley's 
prescriptive - title to a 


right-of-way —that is, by virtue of 
over five years' adverse 
possession. 


We print the decision at length, be- 
cause, 
assuming that it is a correct 


enunciation 
of the law on the points 


involved, itis of vitalimportance to 
property holders generally. 
There 


are scores of instances, no doubt, in 
this county as elsewhere, in which in 
a spirit ofneighborly accommodation 
and friendship, a landowner has per- 
mitted another 
to pass 
to and fro 


over his lands 
for a long period of 


yeiirs. It never entered 
his mind 


that bysuch neighborly conduct 
he 


might be laying the foundation for 
the defeat of his absolute title to the 
land so traversed. 
That after the 


lapse of forty or fifty years, long 
after the orginal owner's lips have 
been sealed in death, and the proper- 
ty concerned has passed for a valu- 
able consideration, 
and without a 


shadow appearing upon the record 
title, the beneficiary of a life-long 
neighborly spirit may establish 
a 


prescriptive title of right of way by 
a self-serving 
statement 
that he 


traveled the road as matter of right, 
and that the deceased 
acknowledged 


to him that he had 
such right of 


way. Itis this apparent 
wide-open 


feature of the law of title by pre- 
scription that invests the case with 
such grave importance toreal estate 
owners.

Tho plaintiffand his sons testified that when- 
ever they wished 
to drive cattle through tho 
Clark place they went and notified him, and 
plaintiffalso testified that he could not drive 
bis cattle through there when the crop was 
growing or harvested, and on the ground, and 
when Claris had on different occasions 
refused 


Acareful examination of all the evidence In 
this case convinces mo that plaintiffnever ac- 
quired a title by prescription over the said 
roadway for droves and herds, but that his use 
of this road forthat purpose was a permissive 
use and such permission 
merely a neighborly 
accommodation. 


The view renders itunnecessary 
for mo to re- 
fer to tho elaborate briefs Hied by counsel upon

It is 
founded on the immemorial use of the way by 
the claimant 
and his ancestors 
or grantors 
Immemorial use at common law 
was time out 
of mind. This out of mind incontemplation 
of 
law inthis state is fiveyears. 
.Anuninterrupted use ofa rightofprivate way 
over the land ofanother In this state 
for live 
years becomes an adverse enjoyment sufficient 
to raise the presumption of a grant. To have 
that effect, however, tho user must have been 
under a claim of right, must have been 
con- 
tinuous, uninterrupted, and exclusive, and with 
the knowledge 
of acquiesence 
of the owner 
(Thompson vsHighways. 338.)

The time of enjoyment Is deemed 
to be unin- 
terrupted when it continues 
from ancestor "to 
heir, from seller to buyer.

explained willbe presumed to be under a claim

Wherever there is a question as to the user 
fora sufficient lengthof time, and whether 
tho 
circumstances 
aro of such acharacter as tocon- 
stitute a rightof prescription tho facts are to 
be determined by ajury or by the court sitting 
as such.

and uninterrupted 
for a period of fiveyears, prior tothe commence-

5. Since the passage ofthe proviso to section 
335 ofthe code of civil procedure in IS7B, pay- 
ment of taxes.

These decisions seem to state 
fully all tho 
rules of law necessary inthe application of the 
evidence to the case at bar. 
The evidence shows that there has never been 
an assessment 
of this easement, and In conse- 
quence the requirement of the payment oftaxes 
to constitute adverse possession 
does not ap- 
plyto this case. 
The requirement ofpayment of taxes as an 
element ofadverse 
possession 
does 
not apply 
where no taxes have been 
assessed. 
And tho 
burden ofshowing that taxes have been assess- 
ed is upon tho party combatting the claim of 
possession. 
Oneto vs Restano, 
78 Cal 374- 
Heilbron vs Last Chance W. D.Co., 75 Cal 117 
The evidence shows that plaintiff first knew 
the lands over which the road described in the 
complaint lies as early as 1857, and that the 
road was then inuse by the settlers 
upon the 
lands now owned by plaintiff, and called the 
Sheep 
Ranch. 
That plaintiff purchased 
the 
rights of these settlers in1559, and commenced 
to fence and otherwise improve the land and 
used tho road in controversy in going to and 
from this land, and had noother roadway. 
That he conducted a dairying business 
and 
made two trips each day toJackson, delivering 
milk withhis milk wagon, passing 
over this 
roadway ingoing and coming four times a day 
When 
Thos, S. Clark,^ defendant's 
grantor 
moved upon the land plaintiff and all persons 
having business at 
the Sheep 
ranch traveled 
this same road. 
Thos. S. Clark commenced 
lo 
fence this landin 1860, and asked plaintiffifhe 
had any objections, and he told himno provid- 
inghe lefthim good gates, and Clark there- 
upon eroctcd three gates, one whore the road 
connects 
with the French Bar road, one near 
his house, and one at the lino fence dividinghis 
lands and thoso of plaintiff,and the gates were 
always maintained after that, andplaintiffand 
allothers going to and from the Sheep ranch 
used 
the road. Plaintiff and his sons hauled 
wood and ha; over the road; 
the hay balers 
hauled their presses 
and outfit over it. No ob- 
jection was made by Clark to such except that 
soon after he moved there he objected to plain- 
tifftakinga cut off to avoid some soft ground 
and told him he had one road 
and to keep it' 
and once in1861 Clark put a log across the road 
at the gate where itenters the French Bar road 
Mattley threw it out when going to Jackson, 
withhis milk wagon, and upon his return drove 
to Clark's house and requested 
to know why he 
had 
placed 
the log across 
the road. 
Clark 
answered he thought plaintiffhad no business 
to go there. 
Plaintiff then said he wouldto to 
the supervisors 
and have a publicroad opened 
and then Clark wouldhave to put a lane 
fence 
up. The same day they again met and had a 
conversation about It,when plaintiff told Clark 
the supervisors had sent three men out to put 
the road into a public road. 
Clark then ans- 
wered. "Don't cut me in two; Irecognize the 
road is yours." It Is true, as counsel for de 
fendant contend, that on a preliminary hearing 
upon a motion to show cause why an Injunction 
should not issue pendente lite plaintiff, in re- 
lating this same 
conversation 
testified that 
Clark said when told the supervisors 
would 
make a road through his land, "Let us have no 
trouble; you can go on the road," instead of 
using the words, "Irecognize your right." But 
after a soarching and exhaustive cross-exami- 
nation the witness insisted 
upon this version 
of the conversation. 
Andlater in18S3 ina con- 
versation withDavid Mattley jr.,at the cut off 
when Mattley asked Clark whyhe putthe brush 
there, Clark told him "tomake you fellows go 
on tho same track," and further remarked that 
he would stop them fromgoing there 
too ifhe 
could. This is a strong corroboration 
of the 
tesiimonv given by plaintiffon this subject be- 
fore the court at the trial. And while as sug- 
gested by counsel for defendant 
the testimony 
by plaintiff of conversation with Clark (who 
has been dead 20 years) is dangerous 
testimony 
and should 
be closely scanned 
by the court 
with the corroboration above and the surround- 
ingcircumstances, itcarries conviction of Its 
truth with the /court. 
Applying the rule laid down InUnger vs 
Mooney to the evidence, 
wefind that those hav- 
ingbusiness 
withhim at the Sheep ranch using 
this same road at the time Clark moved upon 
the premises over which the road ran and nec- 
essarily having knowledge of plaintiff's use of 
it. Wo findClark acquiesing Insuch use, and 
acknowledging his right to such use. 
We find 
this use by plaintiffto be open and notorious 
and not clandestine. 
Itwas certainly hostile 
todefendant, 
because 
plaintiilmaintained It 
inspite of Clark's attempts 
to shut him out 
which Clark stated he woulddo Ifho could It 
was held under a claim oftitle by plaintiffby 
occupation and user ever since 1859 as his own 
Andfrom the time In 1861, when Clark placed 
the log across the road at the gate, the user 
was continuous 
and uninterrupted 
up to the 
timo that defendant 
fenced itup. 
There Is no merit In defendant's 
contention 
that plaintiffacquired no rightsbecause he did 
not use one track all the time. 
The evidence 
shows that plaintiffoccasionally used a short 
cut-off to avoid soft ground. 
And our supreme 
court has held that an occasional 
divergence 
forsuch purposes 
does not affect a right of way 
by proscription. Cheenoy vs O'Brien, 69 Cal 199 
The contention that the statute of limitations 
did not begin 
to run in plaintiff's favor and 
agrinst Clark until the issuance 
of his patent 
is not well taken, because the rule is that the 
statute begins to run from the date of the Hline 
upon the land. Franz vs Mendonca, 131 Cal307 
The question of whether plaintiff has 
any 
other right of way is Immaterial under the 
claim ofright by prescription. 
Itis clear tomy mind from all the evidence 
inthis case that plaintiffhas acquired a right 
of way by prescription over the lands of de- 
fendant as described In the complaint, and it 
only remains for me todetermine the extent of 
this right. 


Thoro aro two causes 
of action set forth In 
the complaint Inthis action, the' first a cause 
of action to quiet plaintiff's title to an ease- 
ment or right of way over tho lands of defend- 
ant whichplaintiffclaims tohave acquired title 
to by prescription, ami toenjoin defendant from 
interfering with plaintiff's use ami enjoyment 
thereof; and the second 
a cause 
of action to 
have the said road declared to be a publichigh- 
way, and remove cortainobstructious 
therefrom 
consisting offences placed across tho same 
by 
defendant and interfering with the use thereof 
by tho general publicand particularly by the 
plaintiff.

Defendant |contends 
that 
plaintiff cannot 
maintain his second cause of action because he 
has failed to show auy special damago to him- 
self, and that his injuryisdifferent inkind from 
the public generally.

. Defendant did not demur either generally or 
specially 
to this court of tho complaint as 
amended, 
but answered, 
and wont to trial,so 
the pleadings must be taken as sufficient.

satisfied from the evidence 
that tho road in 
controversy is not and never was a publichigh- 
way,but was only used with the exception of 
tho two 
witnesses,

hunting, by people goingto and from tho lands 
of plaintiffcalled
